Better yet, they got to play the 
“quiet game.” The most quiet of 
the bunch was rewarded with a 
seat at the head of the class — 
and a chance to chose the next 
most quiet. 

“They play and learn for 21% 
hours,” twice a week, explained 
Imboden, who has been teaching 
the 10-week classes year-round for 
the past six years. 

“They learn how to socialize, 
and we familiarize them with 
numbers and letters,” she said. 

Most important, she said, ‘they 
can familiarize themselves with 
other children before they get to 
kindergarten.” 

Rather than a competitive 
learning environment, the 
sessions offer children a chance 
to learn how to adapt to others 
their own age, Imboden explained.

“Mainly, the mothers are home. 
They’re just dropping the children 
off here for escape time, but more 
because they don’t have any other 
kids at home, and the kids need to 
get used to being around other 
kids,” she said.

“Every day is totally different,” 
said Imboden, who draws some of 
her ideas from her second job.

In the far corner, another group 
groped at puzzle pieces, trying to 
find the missing link. 

Suddenly, it was time for clean- 
up time, prelude to the quiet game 
and the big reward: cookies. 

The children successfully 
negotiated the quiet game, and 
before long were smacking their 
lips to treats and milk, and 
comparing notes on which Disney 
Characters adorned their paper 
cups. 

Imboden and her assistant, Judy 
Semple, surveyed the scene with 
calm, knowing smiles.

He cited one example of a girl 
who would not talk or 
communicate with anyone on 
the hospital staff. 

“We put a puppy in her lap and 
tears started to roll down her 
face,” he recalled. 

Since patients look forward to 
their visits with the animals, 
Bailey said pets facilitate goal 
setting skills and positive 
attitudes. 

He added that when patients 
leave the hosptial they 
sometimes arrange to adopt a 
favorite pet visitor. 

Betty Fryman, of the Humane 
Society of the Chaffey 
Community said additional 
volunteers would make it 
possible for more hospitals to 
have pet visitation programs like 
the one at SACH. 

“We aren't doing as much of 
this as we’d like,” she said. 

Pat Ogg said when lack of 
volunteers ended humane 
society pet visits at Suntown 
Convalescent Hospital in 
Montclair, staff members began 
bringing their own pets to work. 

She added that the nursing 
home also has a resident 
cockatiel named Pretty Boy. 

“He used to come out of his 
cage and sit with patients while 
they ate lunch or had coffee,” 
she said. 

However, Pretty Boy has been 
spending a great deal of time 
resting in his cage lately. 

It seems he overestimated the 
ability of his clipped wings and 
tumbled from his perch, 
fracturing his breastbone.
